cated for the church. 
He was, indeed 


captain of a ship, and dlstinguishei 
himself so gallantly In several actions 
with the Spaniards, that on his Iwing 
introduced to the Quueii, she told him 
that he should have the first vacancy 
that offered. 


The simple captain understood the 


Queen literally, and soon after, hearing 
of a vacancy In the See of Cork, he Iir 
mediately wt out for court and claimed 
the fulfillment of the royal promins 
The Queen, astcnlshed at tne request 
for a time remorstrated against the lin 
propriety of It. s.nd *aicl that she coull 
never think it a suitable office for him 
It was, hcwever. in'vain; he pleaded the 
royal promise, uid relied en It. The 
Queen then said she would take a few 
days to consldw the matter: when, ex- 
amlnlngr Into his character, and finding 
that he wa» a sober, moral man as well 
as an ItrepM commander, slie sent for 
him onfl rave him the bishopric, saying 
that she "hoped he would take as ifood 
ore of the church as he had done ot the 
Stite."
